Species IX : ninth embodiment described in pages 43-48 of the specification. 
Species X : tenth embodiment described in pages 48-49 of the specification. 
Species XI : eleventh embodiment described in pages 49-50 of the 
specification. 

Species XII : twelfth embodiment described in pages 50-55 of the specification.
